Washington, August 24.—The annual 
report of Pension Commissioper Wareé, 
covering the fiscal year ended June 
80, 1904, was made public today by the 
acting secretary of the interior. The 
report shows that during the year the 
‘cost of maintaining the pension system 
of the government has been $1/44,712,- 
787. +The appropriation for this pur- 
pose was $146,419,296, leaving an unex- 
pended balance of $1,706,708. During 
the year 47,374 persons were added to 
ihe pension rolls—326 by special act of 
congress, and the balance by the pen- 
sion bureau. During the same period 
48,157 pensioners were dropped from the 
rolls. Of these, death claimed 43,820, 
of whom 31,728 were soldiers, 30,071 
belng volunteers of the civil war. The 
total number of pensioners on the rolis 
as covered by the report is 720,315 sol- 
diers, 273,841 widows and dependents, 
and 606 army nurses.

Statement of Postmaster Blodgett 
Puts Stop To All Talk of Fraud. 
Reprimand For Clerk

The missing circulars mailed by H. C. 
Stockdell in the recent campaign are 
now all accounted for. 

Postmaster E. F. Blodgett in a state- 
ment given late last night sets every- 
thing clear by saying that the circulars 
were sent back to Mr. Stockdell through 
the mistake of one clerk in the office, 
who will be punished for his careless- 
nees. : 

On the other hand, Mr. Stockdell told 
A. B. Warner, one of the clerks in the

Cn investigation it had been found that 
400° had been improperly addressed by 
his clerks. 

Postmaster Blodgett’s statement {Is as 
follows: 

“In regard to the matter mailed by Mr. 
Stockdel} to parties whose names ap- 
peared on the list of registered voters, I 
find upon fnvestigation that some of this 
mail, which was all circulars and not 
letters, was by the mistake of a clerk 
returned to Mr. Stockdel]l under the im- 
pression that they had been handled by 
the directory clerk, when as a matter of 
fact they had not. The improper return 
of this mail is regretted, and the clerk 
making the mistae will be ‘properly 
punished.’’ 


Stops Talk of Fraud. 

This explanation now disposes of the 
entire matter, and relieves all possibility 
for doubt regarding the offices of Post- 
master Blodgett and Tax Recejver 
Stewart, and puts an absolute stop to 
all talk of fraud in registration. Post- 
master Blodgett was also emphatic in 
stating that this investigation relieves 
all ground for char against the letter 
carriers and the A livery department 
under Superintendent Thibadeau. While 
Postmaster Blodgett immediately inves- 
tigated the matter and assumed the re- 
sponsibility as soon ag the mistake was 
discovered, it is only fair to state that 
this mistake could not have occurred 
if the mai! matter had been letters, and 
also, according to the statement made 
by Mr, Stockdell to Clerk Warner, of 
those réturned 400 were found to be im- 
addressed.

‘The people of Georgia will heartily 


approve Governor Terrell’s prompt 
action in ordering a board of inquiry 
to investigate the affair at S boro 
with the purpose of finding where the 
blame for failure to uphold the law 
belongs, if any official or officials are 
to blame.

Editor Constitution: I read with spe- 
cial interest the editorial in your paper 
of the 22d instant, in which you ar 
that the mob spirit against oe 
the north who commit the unmentionabie 
crime, is becoming rampant.

Newton Mail Delivery Suffers. 

_Editor Constitution: Through the ef- 
forts of Congressman Livingston the 
— free delivery department sent one 
of the best special agents in the service 
here to establish a county service and 
after two months’ work he succeeded in. 
mapping out and recommending the coun- 
ty mail service which was accordingly 
established in April, 1902, and for a 
little more than two years gave almost 
perfect satisfaction. A few slight changes 
were necessary which would have bet- 
tered the service and would have given 
the patrons the most complete and effi- 
cient service it was possible to have. 

In April of this year the department 
sent an agent here to inspect the service 
and make whatever changes were neces- 
sary, The agent recommended reerganiz- 
Ing the service, The department has 
adopted his recommendation and if crip- 
pling the service is reorganizing it he 
has succeeded admirably. 

Under the new system quite a number 
of persons who before had their mail 
delivered at their door now have to walk 
one-fourth of a mile to ! mile to get 
their mail, some have their postoffice 


| changed and nearly all have their route 


number and carrier changed, 
in delays of their mail. 

Three of the carriers have been dismiss- 
ed from the service, all of them with 
only short notice, and one of them with 
only eight days. 

Now it does seem that ff it is right to 
deliver one. patron’s mail at his door it 
would be proper to deliver every patron's 
mail the same way, and it is certainly not 
right to force some of them, who once 
had their mall delivered at their door, to 
walk a mile to obtain it now. 

Also it is equally certain that there is 
something wrong either with the depart- 
ment or with the civil service law. When 
& man who has passed the examination. 
been appointed a rural letter carrier in 
the classified civil service and who has 
for more than two years satisfactorily 
performed the duties of the position, can 
be discharged without any reason and 
in the manner above referred to. More 
than that, it works a hardship on the 
postmaster who has to distribute the
